The existing town by-law govern- 
ing the control of dogs is to be stud- 
jed by Lindsay’s Police Committee 
for amendment consideration, The 
move is the result of a delegation 
representing the Kawartha Kennel 
Club which appeared refore Lin- 
say's Council Monday night and 
presented a proposed amended by- 
Jaw. The spokesnian for the group 
was veterinarian Dr. R, B. Lawrence, 


| and throughout the discussion bavb- 


ed comments and a number of wit- 
ticisms provided consideratle merri- 
ment for councillors and spectators 

Dr. Lawrence recommended | 
changes in the existing by-law, the 
major ones being: “no person shall 
allow his dog to run at !arge in any | 
public place in the town of Lindsay | 
from the 15th of May to the 36th 
of September each year, and furth- 
er that no person shall allow his dog 
to run at large between sunset and 
sunrise at any time.” 

It was alleged that the present by- | 
law of keeping all dogs tied at all 
times has had the effect of encour- | 


| aging people to let their dogs out 


at night when there is less likeli- 
hood of their being caught. “This 
by-law is in effect encouraging peo- 
ple to break the law.” 

The brief also said that only pets 
will come when called and strays are 
never caught. It also condemuea 
the practice of ordering rabid dogs 
being destroyed immediately, point- 
ing out that this should be dealt 
with under the animal Contagious 
Diseases Act. 

Councillor Breese spoke in favour 
of the proposed amended by-law 
saying that he fully endorsed the 
plan, 

“I think that recent publicity has 
forced the officials to literally inter- | 
pret the law, whether {t is common 
sense or not. Keeping dogs tied up 
all year round is absurd I've had 
to get my own out of hock two or

Food Prices 
Push C of L  - 
To The Limit 


Ottawa, Nov. 6—Due mainly to a 
sharp increase in food costs, Can- 
ada's consume; price index rose to 
119.8 points on Oct. 1, its highest

CIVIL DEFENSE FOR LINDSAY 

It has been brought to the attention of ‘‘The Post” 
today that steps are being taken to consider the ad- 
visability of implementing some form of civil defense 
in Lindsay. Leadership in the matter is known to be 
available, and in view of present unsettled world con- 
ditions with their unpredictable outcome, we believe 
action in this connection is imperative, if not overdue: 

Those who are endeavouring to act for the pro- 
tection of the community have received the assurance 
of this newspaper’s cooperation in the interests of the 
public welfare. We anticipate the support of all others 
who are anxious to give the area the advantages of 
being prepared to cope with any emergency situation. 


SMOKING HAS SOME ESTABLISHED 
HAZARDS AS WELL 

Nowadays when people have come to think of 
smoking in terms of lung cancer or other bodily ail- 
ments, they seem to have lost sight of the real hazards 
of smoking as against the purely speculative draw- 
backs. Statistics contained in an insurance brokers’ 
periodical--“The Chronicle”’--indicate that smoking is 
the cause of terrible losses through fire. In 1955, for 
example, fires attributed to smokers’ carelessness ac- 
counted for the third greatest dollar loss through fire 
of known origin. The same factor caused the greatest 
number of fires of any single agent. 

Property loss through fire attributed to careless 
smoking.amounted to $4,583,118 in 1955 with a total 
of 29,202 fires laid at its doorstep. What greater or 
more persuasive argument could there be for extreme 
care while smoking? 


GOOD GOING, KIDS! 

According to police reports this morning covering 
Hallowe'en activities in Lindsay, the night was one of 
the most uneventful from the standpoint of vandal- 
ism they can recall in recent years. Chief Hunter has 
complimented the young people on their behaviour 
and we would like to add a word of praise for a high 
standard of conduct.

THE WELLS OF CHARITY 
MACLEAN'S MAGAZINE (September 29) ran an 
article on the Wells’ Organization of Fund-raising for 
Churches. If we are to believe the blurb at the be- 
ginning of Frank Croft's article, cash-register evange- 
lism has transformed the churches. It occurs to us that 
Wells is the financial department of the Oxford Group 
of Buchmanite Movement, In the hungry 30’s the 
Oxford Group was called “Evening Dress Religion” 
by the hostile; Wells is called “Charity in a grey-flan- 
nel suit-’ The pros and cons of the issue cut across 
denominational barriers, and, as usual, people show 
lack of logical argument when it comes to matters 
concerning religion. When children, we were thor- 
oughly indoctorined into the view that the glory of the 
Anglican Church was the free-will offering of the Paith- 
ful. Extracting money by high-pressure from Nominal 
Churchmen of the Unchurehed is now the popular 
method. Nothing succeeds like success; but it may 
not be moral. The Irish Sweepstakes and the Parish 
or Community Bingo have a form of success, and take 
money from those not interested in hospitals or reli- 
gion. On the other hand, Mr, Lewis Wells employs the 
Service-Club tactics of extracting money from people 
as fines, but in the case of the Service Club the Guests 
are excused. But the Wells Organization need not be 
wrong in results, if the Organization would produce 
a method financing based on the following premises:— 
(1) Pledges can only be asked from members in good 
standing; converts to the Church shall be excused for 
two years from contributions, other than free-will of- 
ferings. (2) No building shall be begun until the 
amount needed, plus ten per cent, is in the bank; 
promises are accepted with thanks, but not considered 
until fulfilled. (3) No canvasser or worker shall be 
employed in the programme until he or she has been 
in good standing (spiritually) in the Church for an 
extended time. (4) The parish priest shall be in charge 
of the programme and shall be encouraged to produce 
a list of its needs on the ‘‘you-need-everything”’ basis. 
Canadian Anglicans should know that the General 
Synod has the “fByvery Member Canvass Committee” 
which works along similar lines to Wells’ Organiza- 
tion, but no commission is paid, and the church has 
the use of all the money raised.

THE LEAVES AND THE WIND 

There are certain matters which can be very 
baffling, particularly on a fine fall day when a man 
shouldn’t be harried by chores. The matter of leaves, 
for one thing, And of wind, for another.

Leaf mold evolves from a combin- 
ation of heaped-up leaves, moisture and time. But if 
you let nature manufacture leaf mold on a lawn, even 
a lawn in need of leaf mold, the grass is killed in the 
process. Out in the woods leaf mold just creates it- 
self, and everything there thrives on it. Lawn grass 
doesn't. So what does a man do? He rakes the 
leaves from his lawn. He builds a compost heap. He 
carries the leaves to the compost heap, There they 
turn into leaf mold. He carries the leaf mold back to 
the thin spots on the lawn, to the petunia bed, to the

In judging the aggression in a new Israel-Arab 
war crisis, the United Nations must take account of 
the steady pressure upon tiny Israel.’ Aggression is 
not to be condoned, though it may be understood.

ROCK ‘N’ ROLL 

The violent craze that has seized upon a certain 
section. of the too-much publicized teen-agers pre- 
sents a strange problem, Stimulated, exhilarated, or 
just plain crazed by rock ‘n’ roll music, which is a kind 
of primitive heavy beat excessively loud rhythm of 
sound, they engage in theatre wrecking, street-stomp- 
ing violence and plain riot. Much of the violence as- 
sociated with the notorious movie, Rock Around the 
Clock, has occurred in the United States. Riots in and 
outside the theatres broke out in Boston, Hartford, and 
Atlanta; but one of the worst flared up in Manchester, 
Hngland where ‘Teddy hoys and their wriggling girl 
friends turned on the fire hoses in the show and tossed 
light bulbs and burning cigarettes down from the 
balconies. In Norway a similar crowd after viewing 
the picture poured out of the theatre to smash shop 
windows, jeered the police and overturned cars. In 
Sydney, Australia, much the same thing happened. 

Some psychologists look upon it as a sort of com- 
municable disease of frenzy which spreads among 
the teen-agers because of their basic insecurity. How- 
ever, one has suggested that this rock ‘n’ roll business is 
one of the few permitted forms of basically sexual 
expression .. . and adds that it is a good thing in a 
society which allows young people so little expression 
anyway, - 

But most people will reject such a statement as 
absolute nonsense. We, especially in Canada and the 
United States have allowed teenagers to do just about 
what they please. We have gone completely off the 
beaten track to appease them. And they are doing 
what people always do when they are appeased. They 
have abandoned responsibility for consequences and 
take the quickest ways to show how they accept this 
freedom from resvonsibility. 

Young people have great energy but little direct- 
fon and they look to us to provide the direction. If 
we are not prepared to help them find a direction for 
their energies, if our lives are aimless and there is no 
example for them to follow; then, we must expect and 
be ready to cope with all kinds of zany extravagances 
in their behaviour, 

A young teen-ager who lived on our street stole a 
car the other night just for a Jaugh as he put it. In 
the ensning wild-ride presumably just for a laugh is 
still in the hospital and his recovery is doubtful. We 
think that his parents and the kind of home life that 
he experienced had more to do with this fatal escapade 
than ‘he fast selling record, ‘Rock Around the Clock’. 

The best way to cope with this new craze is for us 
to assume intelligent responsibility for the\kind of and 
the degree of freedom we encourage our young people 
to‘ assume. Throwing a few rioting youthful teen- 
agers in jail isn’t going to stop ‘ROCK ‘N’ ROLL’.

‘Milk Price. 


Helps Boost 
Living Costs 


The people of Lindsay woke up 
Thursday a.m. to face an unexpecterl 
increase in the cost of living. Dnis 
time it was a hike in the price of 
milk. Effective today, milk has gone 
up one cent per quart. According to 
one distributor in Lindsay, the dair- 
jes were aware of the pending in- 
crease but the association felt it 
would be unwise to make this. pub- 
lic in advance since some pecple 
might be prone to purchase large 
quantities of tickets at the old price 
and use them after the increase 
came into effect, 


He explained that the increase of 
almost 20 cents per hundred pounds 
of milk to the dairies came into ef- 
fect today ag well and the added cost 
of accepting tickets at the old price 
would prove very severe to some 
distributors. 

‘The following is the official press 
release concerning the price in- 
crease, as presented by the Ontario 
Milk Distributors Association: 

“The Ontario Milk Distributors’ 
Association has been advised by the 
Ontario Dairy Commissioner, that 
the fluid milk price formula as an- 
nounced each month by the Form- 
ula Committee has risen 19.8 cents 
per cwt, above the basic price exist- 
ing when formula was introduced 
to the industry in May 1954 

“The industry accepted the form- 
ula at that time on a trial basis as 
a means of stabilizing the price of 
fluid milk paid to the producer. The 
formula had to produce a change of 
19 cents based on a three-month 
average to permit a change in the 
purchase price of milk upwards or 
downwards, 

“As of November Ist, the Dalry 
Commissioner advised that fluld 
Milk Producerg in markets where 
formula is used should receive an 
increase of 19 cents per cwt. This 
applies for that portion of 100 \bs, 
of milk useg for fluid milk sales, In 
addition there are increases foy the 
remaining portion, used for other 
dairy products, the consumey pur- 
chases from her milkman 4 

The price of milk to consumers 
which has not been increased since 
1951, will no doubt be adjusted up- 
wards in most Ontario markets 
when the new formula price he- 


comes effective,”

Not 
an “airport”; not eyen a small air- 
port; but merely a place where one 
can put an airplane down, park it, 
and take it off again; just enough 
to make every town air-accessible.” 

The foregoing is the introductory 
paragraph from a thought-provok- 
ing booklet entitled “Make Your 
Town Air-accessible” written by 
Wolfgang Langewiesche and as pub- 
lished in “Air Facts” magazine. The 
booklet was sent to “The Post” by 
Dr. J. B. Baker of Greenfield, Towa, 
and formerly of Lindsay, and pro- 
vides some very interesting views on 
the possibilities and advantages of 
a town... any town... having its 
own airstrip. 

The writer, addressing himself to 


) to provide an airstrip for a town 
requires only a strip of land 2,500 
feet in length and 200 feet wide, 
with clear approaches, that is, not 
trees or electric pole lines, He said 
the strip does not need to be hard- 
surfaced ... sod or dirt will do. 


The booklet goes on to point out 
that this economical yet practical 
airstrip does not need & control tow- 
er, hangar, administration facilities, 
markers, lights, and all the other 
paraphernalia usually associated 
with airports. He saiq these facil- 
ities are necessary only when a lot 
of air traffic is being concentrated 
in one spot. 

Who Will Use Them? 

“This short, cheap, simple local 
airstrip cannot take airliners or 
combat airplanes. But they don't 
want to be taken, and you don't 
want them; they are the noisy ones.

facilities existed. In an atomic em- 
ergency with roads clogged, 
air communication will be vital.

Every town should be air-accessible, 
simply to give its people the bene- 
fits of the air age, and to make the 
airpstrips and airports of all other 
towns more valuable.” 

Industry-wise, the booklet points 
out that with each town having an 
airstrip, for the first time in hist- 
ory the whole country would be al- 
most ... metropolis, with no more 
“provinces” . . . no more “‘sticks’’ 
and most of all, “we have the life- 
and-death need to decentralize in- 
dustry and disperse people.” It con- 
tinues that the air-automobile mak- 
es the entire country accessible by 
air. 


Plenty of Customers 

“So, Mr. Mayor, if your towh op- 
ened an airstrip today, it would 
right away attract two or three reg- 
ulars—people who would drop in 
time and again: someone to visit 
his parents; some salesman on his 
regular beat; some technical man 
visiting the local factory. It never 
fails, now, where there is a land- 
ing facility, someone has regular use 
for it. A new airstrip would also 
right away produce two oy three 
airplanes owned by people in town. 
This, too, never fails: open an air- 
port, and jocal people buy airplanes 
—because they now can use air- 
planes. Close the airport, and air- 
plane ownership fades out, It just 
isn’t attractive without a close-by 
place ta keep the airplane, Your 
strip would also be used by a steady 
trickle of casual itinerants. But I 
mention the regulars because they 
Would have an immediate effect on 
the quality of life {n your town.” 

The interesting item concludes 
by explaining that the noise prob- 
lem is really not a problem at all, 
when small aircraft are using the 
| airstrip. When landing, with en- 
gines idled back, the planes are al- 
most silent. Taking off they are 
noisier, but are quickly away and 
out of sight and sound, 

“So the small airstrip is a good 
neighbour and can be close in, 

“Those roadbuilding crews will be 
out there soon, right near the prop- 
er site. Why not use them? 

“Ten years from now, what will 
we wish we had done?”

BORN IN OPS, 
EDUCATED HERE, 
HONOUR TEACHER 


Mary O'Connell, sister of Lind- 
say's Teresa O/Connell, js current- 
ly being honoured in Toronto on the 
completion of her 25th year of 
teaching at one of that city’s oldest 
‘downtown schools, St. Paul's. 


Prior to a dinner being held in| 
her honour tonight, Toronto's morn- 
ing paper carried a bylined article 
(by Mary E, James) abut the be- 
Joved teacher, Quote the article: 


“Mary O'Connell is a little woman, — 
rather shy and retiring in manner, 
but she is doing a man-size*job. For 
26 years she has been teaching boys, 
little and big, in the same schoo! — 
St. Paul's, Queen and Power Sts.,, in 
the oldest Catholic parish in toe 
city. During this time inore than | 
1,000 boys have come under her 
guidance ang influence. Numbered 
among them are many, in Toronto 
and elsewhere, who haye brought 
credit to their school. 


“This evening St. Paul's parish 
and many of her former “boys” are 
Paying tribute to the popular and 
efficient teacher. The Catholic Par- 
ent Teacher group and all parish 
societies are co-operating. Some of 
the city’s leading men are expected 
to be present, 

“The present staff of St. Paul's 
schools has already paid its tribute 
with a dinner, reception and pres- 
‘entation at the King Edward Ho- 
tel, at which former teachers were 
guests. And the school children 
started the ball rolling with a gift 
marking their teacher's 25 years’ 
service Some time ago. 

“Miss O'Connell now teaches a- 
| bout 40 boys of Grades 1 and 2, and | 
is one of four women lay teachers 
in the annex which houses the jun- 
joy boys’ school. Like most of To- 
ronto’s downtown schools, St. Paul's 
has, many new Canadians, espec- 
jally Italians, “some of whom can- 
not speak a word of English when 
they come,” ; 

“Perhaps partly because she has 
taught boys for most of her career, 
Miss O'Connell is keenly interested 
in sports, 

““Montreal Canadiens are my 
favorite hockey team,’ she said.

Editorial 


INSTITUTION OR UTILITY? 

There seemed to be doubt in the minds of several 
Lindsay councillors earlier this week as to whether 
or not the Ontario Hydro Blectric Power Commsision 
could be classed as an institution. When the matter 
of piping water to hydro property beyond the town 
limits arose in meeting, it seemed quite clear that 
Town Council had no alternative but to refuse the re- 
quest. This decision was reached in keeping with a 
policy previously established by Council restricting 
town services to within its borders except for any 
existing extensions which would continue to function 
but would not be enlarged upon. 

Everything then seemed to be in order until some- 
one asserted that under the provisions of an act gov- 
erning such matters the town was obligated to extend 
its services to any institution operated by the Province 
of Ontario provided the institution was within three 
miles of the town. This has caused another flurry 
of confusion because everyone has become used to 
associating, hydro service with the public utilities 
business and not with “institutions” maintained by the 
government, the latter being thought of in terms of 
museums, hospitals, jails, ete, 

Webster's New International Dictionary says the 
term “Institution” is quite correct when used to de- 
signate an establishment of public character. It states in 
ils definition of the word that an institution is “An es- 
tablished or organized society or corporation; an esta- 
blishment, especially one of a public character, or one 
affecting a community; a foundation: as a literary in- 
stitution; a charitable institution; the Smithsonian In- 
stitution; also, a building or buildings occupied or 
used by such an organization.” 

This definition understandably raises doubt as 
to the validity of regarding the Ontario Hydro Blectric 
Power Commission as an institution. The word “in- 
stitution” seems to imply, according to Webster's in- 
terpretation of it, that it would be something of a pub- 
lic nature, serving the public but for which fixed 
rates were not set for purpose of obtaining revenue. 
In other words it seems to Suggest something of a 
philanthropical nature rather than a commercialized 
service.

Atlantic City, Nov. 13 —(BUP)— 
A leading authority on cancer re- 
ported today thal a great majority 
of lung cancers, particularly in men, 
are traceable to environmental fact- 
ors rather than excessive cigarette 
smoking. 

Th, report was made by Dr. W. C. 
Heuper, head of the Environmental 
Cancer Section of the National Can- 
cer Institute, National Institute of 
Health at Bethesda, Maryland, He 
issued it in a paper written for he 
American Public Health Associa- 
tion's 84th annual meeting in At- 
lantie City. 

) Heuper listed these factcrs in sup- 
port of hig views: the irregular epi- 
demiologic pattern presented by the 
regional distribution and rise in the 
frequency of lung cancers in dif- 
ferent countries, states and com- 
munities: 

The higher frequeney rates of 
lung cancers among residents of 
urban ang industrialized areas; 

The increase in Jung cancer dur- 
ing an era when cigarcite smok- 
ing was still uncommon; 

And the demonstration of some 
eight specific respiratory carcinog- 
ens causing lung cancer among

PRIORITY FOR DOGS? ? 

It would appear that Lindsay's Council is faced 
with the problem of deciding whether or not the town 
shall literally “go to the dogs” or whether the human 
inhabitants thereof sliall continue to have first con- 
sideration. We hope the dogs will get a fair deal but 
that they will not have the run of the town, for the 
simple reason that there are too many of them and 
they could become such a nuisance that people might 
be tempted to take the law into their own hands, Such 
a situation could result in deplorable consequences, 

In the matter of the existing bylaw which restricts 
the movement of dogs, we find it difficult to under- 
stand why anyone considers it a hardship to adhere to 
this municipal ruling: Nor can we see why this bylaw 
should be modified. It appears to be quite possible for 
a dog to be kept in town and kept in accordance with 
the bylaw covering the harboring of dogs without 
making the dog unhappy. 
we include ourselves) must admit that they can,be very 
inconsiderate at times and display a total lack of re- 
spect for conventions. And as long as they persist in 
keeping their bad habits it is likely that those people 
who aren't partial to dogs and object to their some- 
times unacceptable behaviour, will want canine liberty 
controlled. 

It has been suggested that dogs be allowed to run 
at large during the daytime during the winter months 
but who, may we ask, would be responsible for round- 
ing them up at night? And who will deny that a dog 
with a dislike for people won't attack with as much 
ferocity in daytime as at night, winter or summer? 

On the basis of available statistics, it would 
appear that about 600 dogs are licensed in’ Lindsay 
each year, The human population of the town is about 
10,000 and this seems to indicate that the proportion 
of dog harborers to non-harborers is in the minority. 
Thus there would appear to be the democratic ‘‘major- 
ity wish” factor to be considered. 

As things now stand there doesn't seem to have 
been sufficiently substantial reasons advanced for 
modifying the present bylaw. Has anyone any other 
suggestions to advance which might help reduce ten- 
sion between those who desire full enforcement of the 
bylaw and those who would modify it? In the mean- 
time, kennel clubs in other communities might have 
some advice worth seeking. 


ANNEXATION WILL PRESENT 
SOME PROBLEMS 

The talk of annexing an area of land bordering 
on Lindsay from Ops Township is interesting to many 
people in and out of town. It is especially interesting 
to those people who own property on the outskirts of 
Lindsay and especially to those people in business on 
highways approaching the town, 

Annexation will undoubtedly present many pro- 
lems unless it is forced through, and such action is 
not generally considered to be the way to encourage 
orderly growth and happy relations with the people 
of any area which might be absorbed, The matter of 

_increased taxation and bylaws governing various busin- 
esses, etc., must be taken into consideration and weigh- 
ed against the benefits to be derived from being a part 
of the town. There are things which must he viewed 
dispassionately and without selfish motivation if and 
when the time comes to make a concerned effort to 
bring about annexation of a portion of Ops Township. 

When annexation is being considered, those who 
are its exponents will have to bear in mind that there 
are those who feel Lindsay has not yet reached the 
point where annexation is necessary. There is con- 
siderable availaible land in town which can accomo- 
date housing, ete., which in turn would make full use 
of existing services and participate in taxes to the 
benefit of all before annexation would be economi- 
cally practical: They will also have to bear in mind 
that if any absorption is to be undertaken, overtures 
in this direction will be along a pathway paved with 
political intrigue and pitfalls which will call for great 
tact, coupled with a sincere motivation based on the 
whole good of the community. 

It would be enlightening at this time to hear from 
some of our readers on this subject. 
among us who would care to set down their views on 
annexation at this time for the guidance of municipal 
authorities? 


THE BLANKET 

We think of November as the time of naked hills 
and valleys exposed to the frigid breath of winter, 
bare as the trees and lifeless as the browning stems of 
the goldenrod. But we couldn’t be more wrong. By 
November the hills are blanketed and the valleys all 
tucked in, and everywhere the seeding has been done 
for another spring, life capsulated and protected for 
its own dormant season. Only the snow is yet to 
come and add its feather-puff covering: 

Any gardener or farmer knows that the leaves 
and the litter are as good a blanketing as any land can 
have. Skip a year of it and the wash and waste, the 
winter's erosion, would be devastating. The leaf and 
the stem have done only half their job when the first 
frost came and the last green goes. The other half 
is a slower process, the slow production of humus, that 
simple leavening for the soil, and the needed warmth 
it generates. 

So the frosts deepen, the grass withers and the 
leaves come down, The land is mottled and pled with 
the remnants of October color, Byen the conifers have 
Jaid down thelr own mat of needles—spills, as Maine 

. folk and some others call them. And when the late 
rains come the leaves will settle into place, the grasses 
bow down to the earth, and the roots will be com- 
forted, 

i The frosts deepen and the snow will come, but 
not to a naked world. Even the seedling maple has 
its own little drift of leaves, and the birches stand ankle 
deep in next year’s nourishment. Man builds his walls

and weaves his coat against the cold, but the earth 
merely shrugs her own cloak closer on her shoulders 
and settles back and wails.

THE CIVIL SERVANT AND GOVERNMENT 

However well qualified and expert they may be in 
their jobs, civil servants must never forget that they 
haye not been elected to their positions and, therefore, 
are not entitled to decide policy at any level of admini- 
stration, Thus said Mayor Charlotte Whitton of 
Ottawa in welcoming delegates to the annual meeting 
of the Civil Service Association of Ontario, held in the 
capital city this week. 

“As a provincial employee”, Miss Whitton said, 
“you are not entitled to do things according to your 
personal taste just because it is your personal taste. 
What you do must be in accordance with what the 
(government) ministry wants you to do.” 

Ottawa's lady mayor is, of course eminently cor- 
rect in theory; and if Mr. Average Voter was a little 
more choosy in the type of representative he sends to 
the legislature, or to Parliament, we would have a lot 
less bureaucracy in government than we have today. 

Under the British system the top civil service does 
not usually change with the government. Thus, par- 
ticularly in a case where a party unschooled in goy- 
ernment goes into power, or when there is a change 
in government following a long period in power of 
one particular party, a continuity of efficient govern- 
ment is assured in the event of the new government 
having sufficient sense to leave the operation of most 
departments to the deputy ministers and departmen- 
tal heads. 

Miss Whitton, in her suggestion to the civil ser- 
yants, credits the average elector with considerably 
more perspicacity than experience shows they possess. 
It would be nice to be able to think that our provin- 
cial, and even our federal ministers, all had the ability 
to administer their departments efficiently. Such is 
not, however, the case—to our sorrow. 

It is unfortunate that, politics being what they are, 
a goodly proposition of our Ministers in provincial 
governments are about as well equipped to intelli- 
gently dictate the broad policies of their departments 
as would be the ayerage schoolboy. The same even 
holds true—although naturally in much lesser de- 
gree—of government at the federal level.

LOG OF A SEA RESCUE 

You can be sure when you read the log of a sea 
rescue and feel the story play along your spine whether 
the effect is due to the fact that the words have been 
chosen with a purposefulness no writer could match 
or whether it is your knowledge that these actual 
words helped save lives _ a thing not the finest poem 
can do, 

Consider the radio log from the Pontchartrain, the 
Coast Guard cutter that rescued the thirty-one pas- 
sengers and crew of the Pan American airliner downed 
in the Pacific. After the initial 4 a.m. message telling 
that Clipper 943 was in trouble, and the subsequent 
impersonal statments that the San Franciseo-bound 
plane might have to ditch, we get from the radioman 
on the Pontchartrain the words. “Dumping fuel. We 
will definately ditch.” The radioman said we, because 
like anyone close to the plane circling and recircling, 
waiting for daylight, he must have sent part of himself 
up into the sky. As the four hours wore on, the words 
become cold and functional again, telling of air speed 
and the various ships in the vicinity, 

Suddenly the strange sound of “The Sea is ex- 
cellent for ditching.” You can hear the ominous be- 
ginning of Matthew Arnold's Dover Beach, 
is calm tonight.” Finally when the clipper has ditched, 
the terrible simplicity of'The plane broke in half.” 
It is the tightening of the composition before the final 
breakthrough of the theme, loud and certain; “31 sur- 
vivors rescued... All survivors recovered ... No seri- 
ous injuries.” 

A writer reads this kind of thing and wonders 
what he is doing with his articles. If nothing else, he 
can offer his congratulations to the rescuers and ex- 
press his happiness to the rescued that they were.

BEVAN AS A RABBLE-ROUSER 

The spectacle of Aneurin Bevan using his very 
considerable powers of oratory to incite a mob, re- 
portedly of about’10,000, to march down Whitehall to 
Downing street, injuring several policemen on the way, 
must send a chill down the spines of Mnglishmen today. 

Nye Bevan has been a very important force in Bri- 
tish politics, and has been among the top two or three 
most influential men in the Labor party, But the top 
prize within shis own party has always eluded him, 
and his performance on Sunlay last is a clear example 
of why he is not trusted even by his own colleagues. 

Bevan has never hesitated to use any weapon at 
his diposal in the fierce political infighting which has 
tdken place in his struggle for power within the Labor 
party in recent years, Neither has he hesitated to use 
political brass knuckles in his battles against the 
Conservatives. But even for Bevan the threat of mob 
violence is a new and ugly manoeuvre on the political 
scene in the United Kingdom. 
In a city of nearly nine million it is no tremendous 
feat for a man like Bevan to gather a crowd of 10,000 
to listen to him in times such as these, but to incite 
this crowd and turn it into an) ugly mob Is something 
which will undoubtedly harm his chances in a country 
which plays ils politics fiercly but fairly. 
The danger, of course, is that those outside the 
United Kingdom will attach too much importance to 
this incident. There is no prospect that Prime Mini- 
sler Eden or the British Government will waver in their 
resolution hecause of the cries of Bevan and the mob,

Nutrition in Mental Hospitals. 

Tt is a very difficult thing to keep 

check on just how much food a pa- 
tient in hospital is actually eating. 
The physician may order a 3,000 
calorie upbuilding diet and such & 
diet may be placed on che patient's 
tray, but it is anothey thing to see 
that the patient eats it. Oy 1t some- 
times happens that the patient dees 
not select, from the ample menu 
presented him, enough food to be 
anywhere near 3,000 calories. Unless 
the patient has a special nurse to 
keep track of every meal, such 
shortages in his diet are missed. 
_ Now we read of a survey of the 
nutrition of patients in a mental 
hospital that accommodates 3,000 
patients reported in the English 
medical magazine The Lancet, The 
suryey covered a period of threc 
years. The food issued to the pa- 
fients was measured and the a- 
mount actually consumed was cai- 
culateq by subtracting the waste 
left on the plates. 

What did this survey reveal? 
While only a few cases of deficiency 
disease, suth as pellagra Gack of 
vitamin G) and scurvy (lack of V}<- 
amin C) were found, detailed study 
showed many latent or hidden ue- 
diciencies which would in time take 
on a more open form. 

The food apparently supplied suf- 
ficient calories, averaging about 
2,800 daily, but the hemoglobin Giron 
in the blood) levels and intakes of 
carotenoids (plants with yellow pis- 
ment such as carrots), vitamin A 
(found in cod-liver oil, butter, whole 
milk, hceeese, cream, liver, heart, 
kidneys, and yellow, green and red 
vegetables) and ascorbic aciq (found 
Lin citrug fruits) were ali low. The 
hemoglobin level was found to he 
about 165 per cent lower than that 
found in people living in homes for 
the aged. 

Many patients had skin conditions 
over the buttocks and out side of 
the arms, gingivitis (inflammation 
of the gums,) stomatitis (inflam- 
mation of the mouth, and extens:ve 
blue pimply discolorations of the 
legs, ankles and forearms. 

While it is easier to say some~ 
thing than to do it, these research 
physicians emphasize the need to 
reorganize catering arrangements 
in mental hospitals. They believe 


tached to mental hospitals more ef- 
ficiently. “Vitamin A end C sup- 
plements could be given but this is 
a poor substitute for go9q food. The 
problem is also complicated by the 
fact that many of the hospital kit- 
hens are obsolete and difficult to 
work in. Also, the money allowed for 
food is much too low.” 

Those of us who are aware of the 
extent of mental illness in our 
country, more hospital beds being 
used for mental illnes than all oth- 
er forms of illness combined, will 
realize how important it is that 
those who are living in mental in- 
stitutions be. properly fed, It is not 
the number of calories that is tm- 
portant, there must also be enough 
vitaming and minerals,

Between Farmer 


And Consumer 


“The future of mankind depends 
upon co-operation both at home 
and abroad, a recognition of equal 
worth of all peoples and races, and 
thei, common blood and destiny.”” 

Thi, statement was Made by Percy 
J. Rowe of Janetville, a former 
M.P. who with COF leader Donald 
C. MacDonald was addressing a 
farmer-labour meeting at Fleet- | 
wood School Tuesday evening. 

Mr. Rowe stated that the Lindsay 
Farmers’ Co-operative made a very | 
gratifylIng $5,000 profit in its first 
year of operation,.and he said thas 
“every farmer in the district should 
patronize this Co-op, to assure its 
further success.” 

In speaking of the farmers, Mr. | 
Rowe pointed out that Canadian 
farmers comprise about 15 per cent 
of the population but receive only 
five per cent of the national in- 
come... “a third of their fair 
share.” 

Mr. Donald C, MacDonald, MPP, 
Ontario CCF Leader also spoke to 
the group along similar lines and 
he directed barbs at the Federal and 
Provincial governments concerning 
matters of parity. He said in 
part: 

“Instead of vigorous action to 
provide agriculture with parity in 
our economy, spokesmen for both 
the Liberals at Ottawa and the 
Conservatives at Queen's Park are 
trying to lull farmers into accept- 
ing their present economic position 
with the assurance that if they'll 
be vigorous free enterprisers, all 
will turn out well. 

“To pick just one example where 
the situation criés out for govern- 
ment investigation and action, 
there’s the growing price spread 
between what the farmer is re- 
ceiving and the consumer is paying, 
The farmer gets less and less; the 
consumer pays more and more.” 

Mr, MacDonald said that be- 
tween 1951 and 1954 the price 
spread on Canadian grown and 
consumed farm produce increased 
by over $500,000,000,

farmers had prosperity during the 
last war because the national econ- 
omy was regulated by quotas and 
priorities; and the same controls 
will haye to be re-introduced be-

concerned ,.. . Lindsay is fast be- 
coming the dormitory for Peter- 
borough, Oshawa, Orillia, and other 
centres. When people will drive 100 
miles a day to get to their jobs, this

“Remember, to get industry, you

right to vote. How long can these 
democratic rights last when peuple 
refuse to exercise their rights?’ 

However, despite the small at- 
tendance (a 10-year-low) there were 
indications at this meeting . that 
some people in Lindsay other than 
those who have been closely asso- 
ciated with the political field for 
some time, are interested in con- 
tributing time and effort to the 
seryice of the community, 

The only assured acclamation giv- 
en to a member of the 1956 Council 
was that accorded to Reeye Ada 
Greaves. The office of mayor re- 
ceived two nominees, A. B. Hick and 
Charles Lamb, however Mr, Lamb: 
did not signify his intention at 
the meeting and it will not be known 
definitely until nine p.m, tonight 
whethey he will qualify the nomina- 
tion, 

Deputy-reeve Joseph C. Holtom) 
has two persons nominated to op- 
pose him for the office .., Mr. Clay- 
ton Grill, and Mr, John ©, Nesbitt. 
Neither of the latter two nominees 
were al the meeting so it was not 
Isnown definitely what thelr intent 
might be. 

Tf all those nine who were nom- 
inated for the position of Councillor 
for 1957 qualified, it would increase 
the chance ‘of a highly tnteresting 
election, But at the nomination 
meeting, only six of the candidates 
stated definitely that they woula 
seck office... and there are six 
seats available,

\Ground Observer Corps and knew 
that the air defense channels could 
speed the information to the U.S. 

The American authorities 
passed the information on to 
the International Red Cross 
where they were at the time 
working on the same mesage but 
had not caught the name of the 
drug, The New York harbour 
radio had also reccived the mes- 
sage but could not get the part 
stating the name of the needed 
drug. They then appealed to 
the public by radio and televis- 
jon in the New York area. 
While the appeal was being made, 

the message was given the Inter- 
national Red Cross by the Defense 
Department contacts which were or- 
iginated by Mr. Coulson’s phone 
call to the RCAF Filter Centre at) 
Peterborough. . 

From the time the broadcast 
from Jerusalem was picked up 
in Valentin until the Interna- 
tional Red Gross had the neces-- 
sary information and the drug 
was aboard an Israeli Air Lines 
Super Constellation, less than 
one hour had elapsed. 

Mr, Coulson said he has been in- | 
formed that the Israeli ambassador 
to the United States has taken a 
personal interest in this situation 
and has been making a number of 
inquiries as to how the information 
Wag received ang the channels by 
which it was relayed. 

Mr, Coulson said he is very in- 
terestéd in Ground Observer work 
and is the spotter for Valentia. He 
said he spend many hours listening 
to short wave on his radio and felt. 
he was fortunate to haye been Ust- 
ening attentively when the unex- 
pected appeal was broadcast,
